THE  BRITISH  APPLE  ^lilHKET 


Prices  received  for  American  barreled  aperies  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  on  V.'ennesday,  October  31,  shew  a  slight  upv.'ard  tendency  for 
acst  varieties,  but  boxed  stocK  in  general  declined  somevvtet,  according 
to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  ^.gr icultural 
Economics  from  :ir.  Edv,in  Smith,  the  lepartment's  Fruit  Specialist  in 
Europe.    A  large  proi^ortion  of  the  barreled  stock  Vv'as  in  variable  con- 
dition but  boxed  apples  in  general  v.ere  in  good  condition, 

Virginia  York  Imperials  'vere  in  heavy  supply  but  the  demand 
sho7;cc  an  improvement  over  last  xveek,  U.S.  ITo.  1,  2-^  inch  stock  bringing 
from  :;;;5,11  to  '^b^z^  per  barrel  as  against  ';'4.e7  to  C^S.ll  last  v;eek. 
Host  of  the  Yorks  were  only  in  fair  condition.     Fruit  of  good  color 
and  bright  appearance  showed  a  marked  premium  over  ruling  prices. 
Virginia  "/inesaps  and  Ganos  met  v.-ith  a  moderate  demand,  the  '"inesaps 
bringing  from  ^4.68  to  C5.ll  and  the  Ganos  from  ^^4.36  to  ^4. 74. for -U.S. 
To,  1,  2\  inch  stock.    Supplies  of  these  varieties  were  moderate. 
Virginia  Ben  Lavis  and  Staymans  we ^e  also  only  in  moderate  supply  but 
met  v.'i  th  a  s  lov;  demand  due  largely  to  the  variable  condition  of  the 
fruit.    Large  -quantities  of  miscellaneous  varieties  of  Ijv;  grade  barreled 
apples  were  offered  curing  the  sale  and  brought  from  ?'3.41  to  ^^4.38  per 
barrel  for  Unclassified  2%  inch  stock*    Supplies  of  these  miscellaneous 
varieties  are  greatly-  in  excess  of  demand,  most  of  the  fruit  being  of 
poor  color  and  cf  dull,  inferior  appearance,  states  :.Ir.  Smith. 


This  wa,s  particularly  true  of  '"ashington  Jonathans  and  California  Yellcw 
Hewtowiis.     The  'Vashington  Jonathans  met  with  a  slow  demand,  Extra  Fancy 
fruit,  sizes  150/l75  brirfring  from  ^2,07  to  ^2.19  per  box  as  against 
C:2.25  to  ^2,31  last  v;eek.    The  dem.ar.d  for  California  ITewtowns  was  con- 
siderably slower  than  last  week,  Fancy  150/l75's  bringing  from  ^1.95 
to  ^2.07  per  box  as  against  '^2*Vi  last  week.     Oregon  Yellow  ITewtowns 
v;ere  only  ir.  lig}:t  supply.  Hood  Piver  stock  bringing  from  !|'2,66  to 
v2.8C  per  box  for  Extra  Fancy  150/l75  fruit. 

Prices  paid  for  American  fruit  in  the  London  and  Glasgow  markets 
are  about  the  same  as  those  prevailing  in  Liverpool.    The  Hamburg  and 
Copeijhagen  auctions,  however,  are  considerably  higher  than  the  British. 
Virginia  Yorks,  for  example,  brought  ij5.35  to  *6.33  in  Hamburg  on  Tuesday 
as  compared  with  ^5.11  to  ^'5.35  in  Liverpool,    The  Copenhagen  prices  for' 
Yorks  on  Tuesday  were  ^5.35  to  *5.84, 


Supplies  cf  boxed  apples  in  general  were  in  excess  of  demand. 
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Prices  paid  for  American  fri;it  on  the  Liverpool  auction,  October  24  and 
 Octob er  5 1
